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(57) Abstract: The invention concerns a culling head ( 10) for bush cotter, hedge cutter or the like comprising a channel ( 1 1) for a 
cutting wire (40) and a mobile element (20) for locking the wire. The invention is characterized in that the locking element comprises 
a slide adapted to move linearly in a guide (15) which intersects the wire channel and is subjected to a force, Ic slide and the wire 
passage proxtnuue the guide having working surfaces (1 1, 12) adapted to lock the wire by shearing effect. Thus the wire is better 
retained and the locking efficiency is substantially independent of the wire section (both in terms of shape and size). 
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(57) Abrege : Una teie de coupe (10) pour ddbrousaiJIeuse, coupebordures ou analogue comprend un passage (11) pour un fil de 
coupe (40) et un element mobile (20) de blocage de fil. Selon Tinvenlion, I element de blocage comprend un couiisseau aple a se 
deplacer lineairement dans un guide (15) qui intersecte le passage de 01 et assujeiti a une force, le couiisseau et Ic passage de ill au 
voisinage du guide possedani des surfaces de travail (1 L 21 ) aptes a bloqu^ le fil par effet de cisailJement. On ameliore ainsi la 
retenue du ftl. et rcflicacite du blocage est essenticllement ind^pendante de ia section du fil (forme et tailie).
